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The quantity and scope of the information 
that has materialized so far on the subject of AIDS 
(Acquired, Immune Deficiency Syndrome) has in- 
creased significantly since the first case of the 
syndrome in the United States was diagnosed in 
1981. Initially, information could be found only 
in a few articles in the medica! periodical literature 
or in a few newspapers. Gradually, more information 
appeared in health care, allied health, and other 
professional journals and periodicals. Ag the in- 
cidence of the syndrome increased, more newspapers 
and the mass market magazines and the elec -‘ronic 
media began covering the syndrome, and both nealth 
care professionals and the general public “ound 
themselves presented with a steady stream of infor- 
mation, research, and education on the si bject 
of AIDS. 

With more than 40,000 cases of AIDS now 
diagnosed in the United States and projections 
of 250,000 diagnosed cases by 1991, both profess onals 
and the general public continue to demonstrate 
wants and needs for more information pertaining 
to AIDS. At least 10,000 A!DS-related newspaper 
and periodical articles have appeared since 1981, 
and there are now monographs of varying quality 
and scope on the subject. Relatively few of these 
publications have been reviewed in the literature 
of library and information science. 

This bibliography will review the separately 
published sources of information on AIDS in an 
attempt to provide librarians with the information 
they need in order to select materials appropriate 
for their collections and serve the varied needs 
of their patrons. Reviewed here are the following 
formats: monographs, serials, brochures, pamphlets, 
government publications, databases, audio-visual 
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materials, and a few miscellaneous print publica- 
tions that are not easily classified. The bibliog- 
raphy is not exhaustive, but it does aim at com- 
prehensiveness in that it attempts to include ma- 
terial on virtually every aspect of AIDS and for 
almost every type of library collection. As of this 
writing, all the material is available for purchase 
or request. 

This is a selected, annotated bibliography, 
and since so much information, misinformation, 
and disinformation has been generated on the sub- 
ject of AIDS, an attempt has been made to include 
material ranging from low to high quality. As 
with any annotated bibliography, the quality and 
scope of the annotations themselves will vary. 
To counterbalance this situation and provide a 
final gauge of what the annotator really thought 
of the material, a rating system employing aster- 
isks (****) accompanies the annotations in the first 
section of this bibliography. Four asterisks indi- 
cate a work of overall high quality; no asterisks, 
a work of extremely low quality. Since few items 
fall neatly into one or the other category, the 
number of asterisks assigned (0-4) reflects the 
rating of a title relative to other titles and rela- 
tive to the following criteria: reliability and cur- 
rency of information; clarity and style of writing; 
success in meeting the informational needs of an 
intended audience; and so on. In short, the tradi- 
tional evaluative criteria employed by selectors. 

With the ion of a few highlighted tit- 
les, this rating system has not been employed in 
other sections of the bibliography. This is the 
case for one of two reasons: either the annotations 
suffice to explain and evaluate the material; or 
the material does not readily lend itself to quan- 
titative measurement (e.g., congressional hearings). 

The divisions of this bibliography are ar- 
bitrary and non-exclusive. Materials on some 
topics, such as AIDS education, will be found in 
each of the major divisions of the bibliography. 
is the case with many other subtopics. The 
ions and subdivisions created here are meant 
only to categorize the materials in a logical, viable 
order. Bibliographic and acquisitions information 
is as complete as possible. 

Because the focus of this bibliography is 
AIDS, no attempt has been made to include ma- 
terials on sexually transmitted diseases, general 
sex education, or other broader though related 
subjects. The few titles on such topics that have 
been included are merely representative. Librar- 
ians should consult bibliographies on these broader 
subjects for selection decisions. 

The following abbreviations are unique to 
the literature of AIDS and have been employed 
throughout this bibliography: HIV (Human Im- 
munodeficiency Virus); PWA (Person With AIDS); 
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and PWARC (Person With AIDS-Related Complex). 

It is hoped that this bibliography will prove 
useful to selectors in school, public, and academic 
libraries. The bibliography will be updated periodical- 
ly to keep selectors informed of new print and 
non-print materials. Any suggestions for revision 
are welcomed.

B-2, Costa Mesa, 
CA 92626). The clearinghouse is designed to provide 
employers with information on education, insurance, 
legal, and employer policy issues associated with 
AIDS. The project may go online. Contact M.

Another source of information is the A/DS 
KNOWLEDGE BASE available through BRS Informa- 
tion Technologies (contact Elizabeth Werter, BRS

from San Francisco General Hospital and is designed 
for use by clinicians, researchers, nurses, public
